With a view to giving the public a cor­ 
rect understanding of the sugar situation, 
the following F A C T S are presented: 


Existing conditions are world wide in their effect, not in 
any sense local. 
Any consideration of the question of 
available sugar supply must take into account a series of ex« 
traordinary factors. 


I he immediate effect of the declaration of the European 
war was to cut off from the world's market the sugar of the 
Central Powers.
